Mr, Waite had no intention of making 
any allusions which were personally offen» 
sive. He then alluded to’ the nature of 
the connection between the gentiémen op- 
positeand G. W. McMallen.

Stax Jomnx Macpowaup commenced to 
speak at 9 o'clock. For an hour be con~ 
Soed himself wholly to the Constitutional 
Question, Presenting in the clesrest pos~ 
sible ligbt the prorogation ot Parliament 
and the appolotment of the Royal Com- 
mission, He never in the whole course of 
bis public life spoke with gresterforce and 
effect ; ond this was largely apparent in 
the industry with which Mr, Buaxe was 
seen to be “taking notes.” His opening 
remarks were cheered to the echo, the 
completest possible evidence of the rest 
pect sod esteem in which the firstand no- 
blest of Canada’s sons is held by the Par- 
liament of the Dominion ~ the true reflex 
of the honest sentiment of the country. Ho 
proceeded to prove by the volegrams pub- | 
lished in the Eoglish papers, dictated by a 
Globes employe, that Mr, Huntington’s mo- 
tion was meant lor one of want of copf- 
dence, and that, per consequences, it dee 
volved on the Government to yote it down, 
and on himself to wove for the Committee 
of Inquiry. He insisted on the right of the 
Crown, a8 4 branch of the Legislature, to 
inquire into the conduct of its officers, by 
Royal Commission, referring to the case of 
Lord MELVILLE, and the pavy frauds, 18 
a0 exact precedent, He then proceeded 
to speak of the work done by the Com- 
Mission, observing that he relied on 
the report, ond said it was beneath 
him to vindicate the character of the 
Commissioners, He, however. eulogized 
all its members, sod showed the 
qualifications of each of them. The 
only Ontario Judge not appointed or 
promoted by himself, Mr, Justtce Wilson, 
bad declared that in his opinion, after 
baving read the evidence, he, a Grit Solic- 
itor-General, as Mr. Huntington had been, 
saw nothing to incriminate the Govern- 
ment. Proceeding to the charges of the 
prosecution, he said it was alleged that he 
had sold the charter to Americans, and 
that failing, to Canadians, and both not 
having succeeded, he had bribed the con~ 
stituencies. On this point Sir Joba spoke 
with great yigor. He then went on to 
soy that the prosecution he was now sub» 
ject to was owing to his heving disap< 
pointed Messre, McMullen and Hantinogton, 
in regard to which be was very effective. 
Had ho yielded to thelr blackmailiog at- 
tempt he would now have been the subject 
of their praise inatead of the object of 
their malevolence, He completely turned 
the tables on Mr. Huntington by offeriag 
to prove that he (Mr, Huntington) was 
elected by alien Railway influence aud 
money, and he (Sir Jobo) asserted most 
positively he could prove itif granted a 
Committco of tho House.

Not only is the day remarkable for the diss 
covery of the guopowder treason, but for the 
landing of William of Orange, eighty-three 
years later, in Torbay, Devonshire, and the 
commencement of that revolution which, 
under Providence, resulted.in the overthrow 
of the tyrannical James II, and the firm es« 
tablishment of the civil and religious liberty 
which Britons atill so happily enjoy. Ano 
ther great event which occurred on this day 
was the Battle of Inkerman, in 1854, when 
the Russians were taught that mere weight 
ofmumbers and enthusiasm, stimulated by 
the blessings of their priests and by copious 
draughts of rum, were not aufficient to pre~ 
vail agaiost the steady Courage and self-sac- 
rificing heroism of men who were truly free, 
and fought for consclence sake. 


The story of the Gunpowder Plot is sub- 
stantially as follows :—The originator of the 
Gunpowder Plot was Robert Catesby, a gen- 
tleman of ancient family, who at one time 
become ® Protestant, but haying been re- 
converted tothe Catholic religion, had en- 
deavoured to atone for his apostacy by the 
fervor of a new geal. Having resolved in 
his owe mind a project for destroying at one 
blow, the King, Lords and Commons, he 
communicated It to Thos. Winter, a Catho- 
lic gentleman of Worcestershire, who at firat 
expressed great horror, but was afterwards 
induced to co-operate in the design, He it 
was who procured the celebrated Guido or 
Guy Fawkes, who was not, as has been 
somotitaes represented, a low mercenary 
ruffian, but a gentleman of good family, ac- 
tuated by « spirit of ferocious fanaticlam. 
Other confederates were gradually assumed, 
aud ina secluded house in Lambeth, oaths 
of secrecy were taken, and the communion 
administered to the conspirators by Father 
Gerard, a Jesuit, who, however, it is sald, 
was kept Jn ignorance of the plot, One of 
the party, named Thomas Percy, a distans 
relation of the Earl of Northumberland, and 
one of the gentlemen pensioners at the Court 
of King James, agreed to hire a house ade 
joining the building where the Parliament 
met, and {t was resolved to effect the purpose 
of blowing the Loglelature into the alr 
by carrying a mjne through the wall, This 
was in the spring of 1604, but various cire 
cumstances preyented the commoncement of 
operations till the month of December of 
that year. The preparations wore complet« 
ed about the month of May, 1605, and the 
confedorates then separated till the final 
blow could be struck, The time fixed for 
this was the 8rd of November, the day on 
which the Legislature should meet; but the 
opening of Parliament baving been pro- 
rogued by the King to the bth of November, 
tho latter date was floally resolved on.— 
Extensive preparations having been mado 
during the summer months, both in carry- 
ing the design into execution and Srranging 
the courae to be followed after the destruc- 
tion of the King and Legislative bodies had 
been accomplished, The Proposed successor 
to James was Prince Charles, (afterwards 
Charles 1), as it was expected that his elder 
brother, the Prince of Wales, would accom” 
pany his father to the house of Lords, and 
perish with him. Gay Fawkes was to ignite 
tho powder by means of a slow-burning 
match, and then escaps by dhip to Flanders, 
Lord Montengle received an anonymous let~ 
ter revealing the plot, bat strong preaumpe 
Hon existe that It was not the only channel 
by which the King’s Ministers recelyed {n= 
telligence of the acheme under preparation, 
Fawkes was arrested at two o'clock in the 
morning, and was examined by the King 
and Council in the Royal Bed Chamber, The 
reat of the plot i# woll known.

Burning of the Bavarian. 


TWENTY-ONK PERSONS SAID TO BE MISSING, 
IWO OF WHOM BELONG TO KINGSTON, 


(From the Kingston News.) 


This latest ateaniboat disaster on the lake 
1a one of the saddest we have had to record 
for many o day, and particularly ead from 
the fact of two Kingstonians being among 
the missing. We refer to Miss Ireland, 
daughter of Mr. William Ireland, our re- 
spected City Chamberlain, and Mr. Spencer, 
Steward of the vessel, aman very much 
esteemed by those who knew him, Miss 
Ireland had been on a visit to her friends in 
Chatham, and was returning home when, 

she met with an untimely end in 
mboat disaster, Wesay, we fear, 
as there ia a slight hope of the schooner 
which was close by the burning vessel to 
windward haye taken off some of the pas- 
sengera pnd crew, who had been left 
behind, and which has notsince been heard 
from. Regarding the cause of the disaster 
there are conflicting opinions, Some say 
the walking beam’ broke, and falling 
among some highwines burst the vessels, 
causing their contents to ignite, [tis also 
said thatsome of the crew had threatened 
to set fire to the vessel upon a previous 
occasion, and fears are entertained that 
they may have done so upon this, There 
should be a searching investigation into the 
origin of the fire, the conduct of the offi- 
cers and crew, and the construction of the 
vessel. Captain Carmichael was a man of 
great experience, and very much esteemed, 
His loss id greatly regretted. Welearn that 
the Pilot took off one of the boats contain- 
ing only fifteen passengers, when it was 
capable of holding forty, This should be 
inquired into. Among the missing, in 
addition to the Captain and Steward, are. 
the. engineer, the bar-keeper, two head 
waiters, the fore-castle boy, five deck 
hands, two firemed, and two mea who 
were working their passage down:

A Remanxasie Pass,—Thereisa pass 
in the Catskill Monntains, between Shands 
akin Centre and Westkill, Ulster County, 
where snow and ice can be found at all 
seasons ofthe year. A road some five 
miles up a deep hollow, bounded on the 
two sides by high mountains, with 
clear, ice cold stream of water running 
down in centre. Stretching across the 
head of this hollow is another mountain 
somewhat higher thanthe others, that 
makes me thing this passage-way had 
suddenly terminated in a sort of cul ds sao, 
but upon arriving at the base the road 
tarne directly tothe right and enters a 
narrow path hardly fifty feet in width,— 
On each sido the mountain towors upward 
8 thousand feet from the roadway, not 
perpendicular, but so steep that when 
the trees havo shed their foliage the top 
can be seen by a person standing at the 
foot. There is snow and ice during the 
hottest days of sammera few teet from 
the roadway.

_ Tho establishment of the Dominion of 
Canada was & deeply interesting experl« 
ment, Could British inetitations be trans 
ported to the other side of the Atlantic and

oll bad fondly hoped that a triumphant 
affirmative could be the only reply, Bat, 
sles! tbe Confederation of the North Am- . 
erican Provinces had barely seen the sixth 
year of its existence, when the Pacific Rail- 
way scandal, bruited abroad by the Press 
by telegraph, and by Parliamentary a 
saulta, caused the warmest friends of the 
new experiment in government to waver 
in their opinions, and to look«with doubt 
and foreboding to its future, So dense a 
cloud of suspicion rested on the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion, eo grave and epeci~ 
fic were the charges made against it, based 
48 we were solemnly assured on evidence 
of the mostirrefragable character, that we 
on this side of the ocean might well be 
pardoned if our faith in the vitality of 
British constitutional principles, and their 
capability of withstanding the shock of 
Uansplanting, was somewhat shakeo, The 
Royal Commission, liowever, has now 
(nearly) closed ita labors, and the fleld of 
vision bas become somewhat less nebulous, 
The haze has resolved itselt into a more 
defined aspect, and we can at length see 
the form and substance which the scandal 
must ultimately assume, 

Mr. George Brown, who owns and con- 
trols the Toronto Globe was, at the forma- 
tion of the Union Government, a member 
of the Cabinet. He had been long the 
recogaized leader of the Liberal party, 
while Sir John Macdonald was equally re- 
cognized as the leader of the Conservatives. 
When the Union of the Provinces into one 
gteat Dominion was accomplished, tht 
old party lines were, fora time ot least, 
lost in the new and more important ques- 
tion of the Dominion on a firm and lasting 
basiz. Mr, Brown thus entered a Govern~ 
ment which, so far as the preyious party _ 
distinctioas were involved, was a Coulition ; 
all parties agreeing, in good faith to sink 
minor differences, and unite in the uccom- 
plishment of the great object before them. 
Had ambition never entered into Heaven, 
Satan had not been cast out, and Milton 
had wanted a subject for his great epic 5 
and had Mr, Brown not listened to the 
promptings of the eame evil passion he 
had not retired from the Government, and 
Mr. McMullen had wanted a basis for his 
dismal tale of Ministerial corruption. But 
so it was; Mr. Brown could brook no rival 
andso he retired from tho Ministry of 
which Sir John Macdonald was the uni- 
versally ackuowledged leader. From that 
date to the present, Mr. Brown and his 
organ, the Globe have not ceased to make 
the most envenomed assaults on the Gov- 
eroment of which he was once a member. 
He had signally failed in his efforta to rem 
gain bis seatinthe Canadian Parliament’ 
and his direct attacks on the Government 
have therefore been necessarily confined to 
tbe colamos of his paper. But what he 
could not personally accomplish in Parlia- 
ment, he bes attempted to do through tho 


agency of Mr Huntington. 


Mr. Mackenzie, who is the acknow- 
ledged Parliamentary leader of the Oppo- 
sition, was passed over, because a8 is 
generally eurmised, he wae too cautious to 
commit bimself to the design, however 
willing he may be to reap its fruits if suc- 
ceesful, and Mr, Huntington, who only 
holds a subaltern’s commission in the Op- 

‘Yon ranks, was selected to lead the 
assault. That this gentleman is merely the 
mouthpiece of another bebind the scene is 
now evident, from the ridiculous position 
in which be has placed bimself by furoish- 
ing a long list of witnesses who, according 
to the bnef entrusted to him by his em- 
ployers, were toestablish the guilt of the 
Ministry beyond dispute, but many of 
whom, whep sworn, stated that they knew 
nothing whatever of the matter, and wero 
at a loss to know why they had been sum: 
moned; while others contradict in the 
most emphatic manner statements and 
charges relied on by Mr Huntington. 

The witnesses of the former class of 
course proved nothing of a direot character, 
either for or against the Goveroment, Tho 
Indirect effect, however, of a multitade of 
names paraded before the public, o# evi- 
dence of Ministerial guilt, who were clear~ 
ly the mere scene-sbiltera and supernumer+ 
aries hurmed upon the stage to swell tho 
number of the actors and save the piece 
from its impending damnation, was very 
great in favor of the Government, The 
conclusion irresistibly took possession of 
mon’s minds, that the case against the 
Ministry could not be vety complete, when 
it was found necessary to resort to such ® 
transparent artifice to mislead public opia 
iov. 

This negative testimony, however, would 
not bave been sufficient to save the Minis~ 
try from the impu! ation of guilt, It was 
fortunate for them that some of the wit+ 
neasea did know and tostify somo of the 
facta of the case. In a variety of the 
specific charges of criminality, tho moat 
direct and positive contradiction has been 
given to them under oath,

of study that each class had been pursuin 
and couched in such language as to su, 
gest an answer, which would be accepted 
as correct; while questions prepared upon 
the same branches in Toronto would fail to 
elicit a correct answer, The result would 
necessarily be thatone schoo! would present 
8 state of efficiency to which it was not 
entitled, while the other would be looked 
upon, uojustly,as totally inefficient; hence 
the unfairness in the mode of examinations 
arisiog from the want of system and uni- 
formity to which we have referred.

not groaned under the weight of taxation, 
especially when the Government sent the 
Sheriff down on some of them. Thereby we 
may learn a lesson that may be of value to 
us. I now refer to the report prepared by 
Hon. E. B, Wood, and being a return toan — 
address voted to His Excellency, praying for 
certain information touching the Municipal 
Loan Fund, signed by E, B, Wood, Treas- 
urer’s Office, Toronto, lat December, 1871. 
This report shows the total loan to be $7,- _ 
800,000, of that amount some $1,239,000 waa 
loaned by Municipalities for railroad pur- 
poser, the balance by other Municipalities 
for local purpose. Up to tho 1st January, 
1871, the balance on principle unpaid was 
$6,612,002,78 ; balance at interest in arrearr, 
$5,007,491.43. 

Iwill glance over those Municipalities by 
condensing a8 much as possible. Township 
of Bertie in [853 borrowed 840,000, and Invested 
in the Stock of the Boffalo, Brantford & Gode- 
rich Railway Company, which proved worth- 
leas.

Close of Navigation, 


As we anticipated, tho frost of last 
night completed the freezing of the bay, 
and the season of nayigation for 1873 is 
now at an end. The close of navigation

Shooting a Wife. 


FOOLISH MARRIAGE AND ITS RE- 
SULTS. 
(From the New York World, Noy. 16) 

Duncan T. Templeton, a civil engineer 
and the eon of Colonel W. C. Templeton, 
ot Nyack, shot and fatally wounded, on 
Saturday, Ida Templeton, his wifo, and the 
danghter of Colonel O, P. Babcock, of the 
Treasury Department, Washington. The 
marriage was celebrated in 1870 at the 
boarding-house of Mrs, H. W. Kenny, 38 
West Twelfth Street, The marriage wasa 
caprice of the young lady, who was then 
but seventeen years old. Her family op- 
posed the union, knowing that Duncaa 
was addicted to drink, A disinclination 
to thwart their daughter's wishes, and the 
reputation of Colonel Templeton, alone 
decided her parents to allow the union to 
take place, The marriage was a bappy one 
till a daughter was born in Septemb-r, 14 
1872. From this time Templeton fell into 
his old vices and began to ill use bis wife, 
He was then employed as civil engiveer at 
White Plains, and 1n spite of good pay and 
remittances from bothColonel Babcock and 
his father, his love of gaming and strong 
liquor broughtthem into debt and disgrace. 
He pawned bis wife's jewellery and ward- 
robe, and became involved in several dis 
graceful financial transactions, Last June 
Mra, Templeton went to Washington to see 
her father and mother, and resolved, unless 
her husband reformed, never to return to 
him. He was then, on account of a quarrel 
with bis father, greatly embarrassed, and it 
is to be presumed that be discovered thatit 
was to bis interest to be on good terms 
with his wife's family, His conduct and 
lotters changed Mrs, Templeton’s intentions 
and ehe returned to him, believing him to 
be entirely reformed, On her return bis 
conduct was worse than before. He boat 
hor constantly, threatened her life, forbade 
her to’ inform her parents of his conduct, 
pawoned her clothes, gambled and drank a8 
if hia life depended on these vices. Mrs, 
Templeton did all she could to reform him, 
but after a cruel assault at New Rocholle, 
in which eho was disfigured for life, and an 
an attompt to hang her at Portchestar, she 
decided to leave ber husband, and threo 
woeka ago sought an asylum at No, 288 
Weat Fourteenth Street, whither Mrs, 
Kenoy, from whose house sho was married 
in 1870, bad moved; Her mother found 
her, and on learning of ber treatment, ad- 
vised ber to suo for a divorces Yesterday 
morning bo started with Mrs. Kenny and 
her two daugbtere to go down town to the 
law office of Howe & Hummell to give 
inatructions in regard to tho sunt. 

Mra, Konnoy anya that when she, Mra. 
Tomploton and ber daughter left the houre, 
Mrs, Tomploton was in high ‘apirite, aod 
skipped like a young girl towards Eighth 
avenue, where they were to tako the cara. 


At tho corner of Eighth avenue and Foure 
toonth atreot, Mre, Templeton docamo palo, 
and wild, Oxoltedly, ‘Heavens | why, 


ed something to her, drew a single-barrall- 
ed Derringer pistol and fired, the ball 
passing through Mrs, Templeton’s lett jaw 
and the root of the tongue, and lodging in 
the right jaw. Mra, Templeton fell into 
Mrs. Kenny’s arms, and as the husband 
was aboutto reload his weapon, Gallagher 
seized and disarmed him. Mrs. Kenny 
asked him exoitedly what he was doing: 
and he replied with an oath aod un impro-— 
per.expression that if he had bad time he 
would have shothertoo, Dire, Templeton, 
who was bleeding profusely from an artery 
severed by the bullet, was carried into the 
drug store of Ferdinand Mann, No. 94 
Eighth avenue, and from there to her resi- 
dence, where sne was attended by Dre. 
McCleod, Foot, Sands and Holgate, who 
pronounced her injuries ro be very davger- 
ous, She was placed ander the influence of 
narcotics, and no attempt to remove the 
ball will be made before Tuesday. Tem 
pleton, immediately after the shooting, said 
to officer Gallagher that he would rather 
see his wife dead than where she wae, On 
the way to the station-house he said that 
he was sorry for what he had done, and on 
being arraigned before the sergeant on duty 
he reiterated bis regrete and was locked up. 
Captain Cherry gave orders that no one 
should see him. Templeton is about five 
fect four inches in height, is good looking, 
and wears light side whiskere and a small 
mustache, His appearance is not that of a 
man of violent temper.

The Sleeping Beauty. 
(From the Nashville Union and American.) 


We learn from the Hickman Courler that 
Miss Susan Caroline Godsey—known as the 
Sleeping Beauty—died at the residence of 
her mother, in Obion County, Tennesee, on 
the 27th ult. She had attained the age of 
thirty-one years, and had been in her Sleeps 
ing condition about twenty-four years, It 
will be remembered that her case has excited 
Great interest, and gave rise to much investi- 
gation and discussion among aclentific men. 
Tho true nature of her affliction, however. 
was never understood, and will doubtless 
always remain a m yatery. 

She was brought to Nashville in the fall 
of 1867, for the ostensible purpose of procur- 
ing medical ald but was really in charge of 
an agent who contemplated making an exe 
hibition of her, She wag accompanied by 
a brother and other relations, who were very 
much attached to her. While they were in 
Nashville they boarded at the house of Ma- 
Jor Bruce, on Market Street, and the sleeper 
was constantly watched by Mrs, Bruce, who 
took great interest in her, She remained 
under Mra, Bruce’s care eleven days. While 
there she was visited by @ great many pore 
sons, and had with her one or more phyasl- 
clans all the time, She awakenod every 
hour, night and day, at almost the same se- 
cond each time, and remained awake from 
seven to ten minutes. Just after golng to 
sleep each time she had convulsions that 
shook the room, and at such times she ap> 
peared tobe suffering great palin. When 
asleep she was dead to everything ; but when 
awake talked pleasantly and intelligently 
sometimes complaining of pain, and exclaim. 
ing, “Oh, my head !” and when she awak. 
oned sho invariably asked for Water, but ate 
very lilttle, She said she bad no consclouse 
noas of over having dreamed, and that it was 
no pleasure for her to live afflicted as 
was, Sho was vory sonaltive, anc 
mortified to think she was being

A Human Skull Found ina 
Solid Rock. 


(From the St. Louis Republican.) 
Accounts were given of a human skele- 


ton unearthed by the quarrymon in Nean- 
der Valley near the Drussel, at E!benfeldt 
in Rhenish Wrussia, The professors pro- 
nounced it to be of great antiquity, and 
were of the opinion that the Neander man, 
whose bones possessed in general the same 
qualitias which characterize the bones of 
the mammoth found in neighboring dis- 
tricts, and enclosed in the same diluvia) 
loam, lived together with the mammoth 
and other extinct animala of the drift 
period. The skull was the subject of 
measurement and calculation of brain 
power, Its capacity was found to be about 
equal to that of the average Polynesian 
and Hottentot, and while the opinion of 
geologists differed in regard to minor 
pointe, all admitted the great antiquity of 
the skull and bones, 


And now Kansas furnishes an old skull 
for geologists and phrenologists to puzzle 
over, The Osage Mission (Kan,) Journal 
gives an account of a late discoyery near 
the western line of that Qounty. It isa 
human skull embedded in a rock, and was 
brought to light by blasting. Dr, J. ©. 
Weibly, of Osage, Mission thus describes 
its 


“Te ia that of the cranium of the homan 
species, of large size, embedded in con- 
glomerate rock of the tertiary class, and 
found several feet beneath the surface, 
Parts of the frontal, parietal, and occipital 
bones were carried away by explosion. The 
Piece of rock holding the remains weighs 
some forty or fifty pounds, with many im- 
Pressions.of marine shells, and through it 
there runs a vein of quartz, or within the 
cranium crystallized organic matter, and by 
tho aid of a microscope, presents a beauti-~ 
ful appearance,” 


If this be a fact, and it seems to bear the 
impress of truth in the description, neither 
Lyell or Hugh Miller, nor any of the reat 
of the subterranean explorers report any~ 
thing so strange, Tho Neander 
comes the nearest to 1t,but the Neanderthal 
bones were found im loam only two or 
three fect beneath the surface, This ekull 
was discovered in the solid rock It was 
compared with another skull which 
doctor had in his oilice. The rock-tomb 
ed specimen had a far better developed 
Cranium in its several diameters, 
exactly like the other skull except that in 
8 greatest diameter it measured an inch 
4nd a quarter more, Tho inforenco is, that 
the antodiluvian preadamic mon of this 
continent were intellectually better devel- 
oped than the men of the old world, That 
may turo out to boa vory distant source af 
pride to us, as the heirs of the new world, 
soil and life, But thero aro many missing 
links to flod before wo take hold of this

which brought about by other than patri- 
olc considerations, will havea beneficial 
effect: Certain parties, from interested 
motives, try to make it appear that no such 
reduction bas taken Place, or that itis a 
very inconsiderable one. The Ottawa Citi- 
*en recently published an article tending to 
Rive this impression, Its statements are 
altogether incorrect, both in their general 
tone and in their reference to #pecial cases. 
As ono instance, the Citizen stated that on 
the Madawaska Messrs, Moore and Bell 
were carrying on operations on nearly 
large a ecale as in former Sensons, where: 
the fact is that they are doing nothing at 
all on that river. On the Pettewa only five 
rafts wall be taken out this year, against 
seventeen last winter. A similar reduction 
will be found to be the rulein almost every 
other lumbering district, By a very care- 
ful computation made for the trade by sev~ 
eral reliable persons, it would Sppear that 
there will be only seven and a half million 
feet of white pine taken out this winter, 
Against twelve millions and a half Jast sea- 
son; while the quantity of red pine will 
bot exceed two and a quarter millions.— 
This decrease in Production, even if it 
should result in some immediate inconyen 
jences, must ultimately lead to a more 
healthy state of things than could exist 
under the recklessly destructive system 


hitherto pursued by our lumber manufac- 
turers,

Bursting of a Bog. 


STRANGE SCENE OF DEVASTATION IN 


IRELAND,

Mr. W. L. Trench, writing tothe Lon- 
don Zimes to appealto the charitable 
for aid for certain unfortunate families, 
gives this account of the bursting of an 
Trish bog.

“] baye just returned from inspecung 
one of the most pitiful scenes of the sort it 
has been my fate to witness mince I saw th® 
remains of the yillage of Visp, in the 
Rhone Valley, Switzerland, after its Jo 
struction by a flood some years ago, 

The acene to which I refer 18 the result 
of the bursting of 8 bog, mituated about 
three miles east of the town of Dunmore, 
in the northern part of Galway county. 
Heretolore this bog was connected with the 
Dapmore River, at Dunmore, by a small 
stream, called the Corrabel River, flowing 
through a continuation pasture and tillage 
lands in its course, The level of the upper 

“surface of the bog was formerly 260 feet 

above the sea, and that of the water a 
Dunmore 190 feet, ehowing a fall of 70 

feet. Up toa fortnight ago, this bog pre- 
sented the usual appearance of most of 
ourundrained bogs, consisting of bigh 
turf banks, its centre being exceedingly 
wet and spongy.

“This and similur disasters to which

of arterial draiusge. A similor catastrophe 
occurred @ couple of years ago, occasioned 
by the back-water of the River Suck, near

Court of Chancery. 


At tho sittings of the Court now in pro. 
gress at Hamilton, the case of ‘f Copeland 
vs. Mareh ” was on Tuesday last disposed of 
after occupying the atteation of the Court 
for the greater part of two days. The 
plaintiffs, Messrs. Copeland & Morden, of 
Hamilton, were the owners of a patent, 
grantedin November, 1872, for a certain 
Preparation called “Copeland’s Sweet Cas- 
tor Oil,” tho invention claimed being the 
addition of chloroform to castor oil as o 
sweetening principle in combination with 
other flayoring ingredients. The bill was 
filed to obtain an injunction restraining 
the defendants, W, H, Marsh & Co,, of 
this town,in an alleged infringement of the 
plaintiff's patent. The defendants, by their 
answer, admitted that they made and sold 
4 cortain preparation of castor oil in which 
chloroform was used and called «* Marsh's 
Syrup of Castor Oil,” but they contended 
Smongst other grounds that the plaintiffs 
did not invent the application of chloroform 
to castor oil as a sweetening principle, that 
the alleged invention was not new, and at 
oll events was not patentable. A

As usus! in such cates, the cause of the 
fire is unkaoown, though that it was purely 
scidental there seeme no manner of doubt. 


An additional calamity is that some 
thirty men are thrown out of employment.

The collection brought home by the ex. 
Pedition confided to my charge, includes 
over 400 separare inscriptions, besides vari- 
ous objects of art, domestic economy, im- 
plements, &o. The inscriptions throw new 
light on the history, politics, astronomy, 
mythology, geography and language of au~ 
cient Assyris, but it would be tedious to

factory evidence that he belongs to the last 
balfol the seventh century B, O, ; but al- 
though the fragment belonging to the new 
collection is very welcome, mach more is 
required betore the text can be completed, 
Passing over the historical pieces, of which 
there are many claiming. careful notice, I 
take vp @ small contract tablet, which is 
dated in the year B, O, 687, when Senna- 
cherib was eponym. This curious relio will 
serve to show one of the phases of Assyrian 
lile, The translation is as follows:

of ioterest. Two of these are lumps of clay 

which bave evidently been moulded on a 

string attuched to a linen roll, andthe un- 

der side of the lump stlil bears the impres 
sion of the texture of the material, These 

pieces of clay are stamped with the im- 

pression of a circular seal representing a 

king slaying a lion, and round tho edge of

Assur-bavi-pal, King of Assyria, son ot 

Esarhaddon, King of Assyria, grandson of 

Sennacherib, King of Assyria, 

So that this isthe veritable royal seal of 

Assur-bavi pal, the great Sardanapalus of 
the Greeks, Such clay impressions were 

probably attached to treatics or other di-

One 
of the fragments among my tablets belpngs 
to the Assyrian fable of the horae and ox,
